It was brought out in Snyder's cross- 
examination that Sanderson was the 
only bidder who had filed a bond of 
$100,000 with his bid and that nothing 
was said in the schedule upon which 
the bids were received about this bond 
requirement. 
Snyder said he did not 
know how Sanderson received this in- 
formation, that he had not told him, 
and that he was under the impression 
that all of the bidders had been told 
by former Superintendent Shumaker 
that they would be required to file such 
a bond. 


Mr. Scarlet also brought out that 
while Sanderson was the lowest bidder 
on all but three of the forty-one items 
in the schedule, the state would have 
saved $1,900,000 if contracts had been 
awarded to the lowest bidders on these 
three items.

Clevoltnd. O., Feb. 22.—Warren S. 
Stono, grand chief of tho Brotherhood 
of Locouiotivo Engineei-s, made the 
following Btatoment in connection with 
the reported purpose of some Jjiilway 
companies to order a general reduction 
in the Wages of employes: 


"The threatened reduction of tho 
wages of employes in train service is 
absolutely unjustiftod from ally point 
of view. Their pay is based on mileago 
basis, practically piece work, and thoy 
are only paid when there are sorvicos 
to be performed. Wages of employes 
in train sorvice fall parallel with the 
shrinkage in business, plus increased 
living expenses away from home. 


"The roads are getting tho same re- 
turn in freight receipts for the services- 
rendered as they did when the business 
was good, and there is no consistency 
in asking men to accept further reduc- 
tions than result from the present busi- 
ness shrinkage, and the full power of 
the Brotherljood of Locomotive Engi 
neers will be used, if necetSary. in at 
effort to prevent any further reduction, 
because it would bo agsolutely un 
just." 


William C. Lee. assistant grand mas- 
ter of the Brotherhood of Railroad 
Trainmen, speaking for his organiza- 
tion on the same subject dictated the 
following: 


"The wage workers have not had a 
thing to do with this panic and loss of 
business, except to suffer from the mis- 
management of some employers and 
speculators who blundered in the game 
of dollars on Wall street. 


"If he Avorks he produces Just as 
much per hour as he ever did; his liv- 
ing expenses are Just as high as before. 


"All classes of trainmen are paid by 
the mile or trip, and a reduction of 
miles run. or trips made, means a ro 
duction of the amount paid for by the 
employer. 


"There can be no good argument pre- 
sented why "trainmen should receive 
lower trip, or mileage rates for miles 
run. Freight trains are not run unless 
business 
requires 
it. 
Corporations 
never carry an overload of labor, but 
labor Is usually compelled to carry an 
overload of capitalization. 


"It is no fault of labor that H'^an- 
clers play with their money and : 
nor is it the business of labor to sufrcr 
the losses sustained when Its employers 
reach too far Into the fire and got their 
fingers burned, 


"Our principal business now is to 
maintain tho present stand':rd of liv- 
ing, which means to hold to the pres- 
ent standard of wager» and unless all 
signs fail, rpilrcid 
* . :-loyes will op- 
pose to the bitter end any attempt to 
reduce wages."

He 
defied his fellow Republicans to an 
gwer him, but received no response. 


Mr. Scarlet also brought out that 
while Sanderson was the lowest bidder 
on all but three of the forty-one items 
in the schedule, the state would have 
saved $1,900,000 if contracts had been 
awarded to the lowest bidders on these 
three items.

Snyder declared that he had tested 
the correctness of all the capitol fur­ 
nishing bills and In every possible way 
safeguarded payments made to the con­ 
tractors. He said he not only required 
Huston to certify and Sanderson to 
make affidavits that the bills were cor­ 
rect, but that he had made it his busi­ 
ness to write to the architect and con­ 
tractor demanding an explanation of 
contract features that were not clear 
to him, 


A feature of Snyder's defense was 
that he had called former Governor 
Pennypacker's attention to payments 
of $2,195,000 to Sanderson and $853,000 
to the Pennsylvania Construction com­ 
pany to relieve him of the impression 
made by Huston that the furnishings 
would not cost more than $500,000 or 
$800,000. 


Former Governor Pennypacker, as a 
witness for the defense, denied that 
there had been any official attempt to 
“whitewash” the capitol scandal in 
the inquiry by former Attorney Gen­ 
eral Carson.

“If Mr. Lewis said that he 
said what was a falsehood, doubtless 
due to weakness and cowardice,” 


Denver, Colo., Feb. 24.—Father Let 
Heinrichs was shot and killed by Giu­ 
seppe Guarnaccto, an avowed anar­ 
chist and priest hater, while the priest 
was administering sacrament at early 
mass in St. Elizabeth’s Roman Catholic 
church. Kneeling at the altar rail be­ 
tween two women, Guarnaccto pressed 
the muzzle of a revolver against tho 
body of the priest, after receiving from 
him the consecrated wafer, and shot 
the priest through the heart. Exclaim­ 
ing “My God, My God” Father Leo fell 
prone in front of the altar and died. 


With an inarticulate scream, the as­ 
sassin sprang into the aisle and, waiv­ 
ing the smoking pistol about his head, 
dashed to the church door. 
For a 
moment, the hundred or more persons 
in the church were dazed. 
Then a 
woman shrieked and the congregation 
became panic stricken. 
Several women 
fainted and many others became hys­ 
terical. Several men, including Patrol­ 
man Daniel Cronin, started in pursuit 
of the murderer. 
Policeman Cronin 
overtook the fleeing Italian on the 
church steps. Guarnaccto attempted to 
shoot the policeman, but was foiled 
and overpowered after a desperate 
struggle, in which steveral men assisted 
the officer. 


The murderer was hurriedly removed 
to the city jail. As threats of sum­ 
mary vengeance were made by men 
who quickly gathered in front of the 
church. Chief of Police Michael De* 
laney called out the reserve force of 
patrolmen. 


Guarnaccto was put in solitary con­ 
finement. He admitted to a policeman 
that the priest whom he had killed was 
a stranger to him and, in explanation 
of his crime, said: 


“I just went over there because I 
have a grudge against all priests in 
general. 
They are all against the 
working man. I went to the com­ 
munion rail because I could get a better 
shot. 
I did not give a damn whether 
he was a German priest or any other 
kind of a priest. They are all in the 
same class. 


“I left Italy three months ago and 
went first to Central America and then 
came to Denver. I am an anarchist, 
and I am proud of it. 
I shot him, and 
my only regrot is that I couldn’t shoot 
the whole bunch of priests in the 
church. I am a shoemaker, but have 
not worked since coming to Denver.»i 


SUICIDE BY FIRE 


THAW IN ASYLUM TO STAY 


Probability That He Will Spend Rest 
of Hi« Life In Restraint. 


New York, Feb. 25.—Harry K. Thaw 
seems doomed to spend the rest of his 
life in an asylum for the insane. Ali­ 
enists who have examined and observ­ 
ed him since he was committed to Mat- 
teawan asylum are convinced that he 
is a paranoiac, and this ailment is a 
progressive disease, it would appear 
that nothing short of a miracle can 
intervene to secure his freedom. 


Dr. Ferris, head of the state board of 
Junacy, on whose judgment Thaw's 
chances of liberty largely depends, was 
one of the alienists engaged by Dis­ 
trict Attorney Jermone to testify at 
the first trial of Thaw. At that time 
Dr. Ferris was of the opinion that 
Thaw was a dangerous lunatic. It can 
now be stated on the highest authority 
tiwt Dr. Ferris still holds that opinion. 


Girl Takes Her Life In a Most Tragic 


Manner. 


Allentown, Pa., Feb. 24.—Choosing 
fire as the instrument of death, Mis? 
Emma Fink, of Slatington, committed 
suicide at Slatedale in a most tragic 
manner. 
Standing where she could 
see the ruins of her old home, which 
was destroyed by fire about a year 
ago, she 
poured coal oil over 
her 
clothing and then set fire to her skirts. 
She was burned from head to foot and 
died in a frhort time. 


The young woman's father formerly 
kept a general store at Slatedale. Miss 
Fink visited friends there, and after1 
going to the grave of her mother in 
the little cemetery, viewed the ruins 
of the old store and home. When she 
went to the house where she was vis­ 
iting she secured a can of oil, and go 
ing back from the house where she 
could see the site of the burned store, 
set herself on fire. Children who saw 
her notified friends, but they were too 
late to save her life. The suicide had 
been in ill health. 


Cleveland, O., Feb. 22.—Warren S. 
Stone, grand chief of tho Brotherhood 
of Locomotive Engineers, made the 
following statement in connection with 
the reported purpose of some railway 
companies to order a general reduction 
in the wages of employes: 


“The threatened reduction of tho 
wages of employes in train service is 
absolutely unjustified from ally point 
of view. Their pay is based on mileage 
basis, practically piece work, and they 
are only paid when thero are services 
to be performed. Wages of employes 
in train service, fall parallel with tho 
shrinkage in business, plus increased 
living expenses away from home. 


“The roads are getting the same re­ 
turn in freight receipts for the services* 
rendered as they did when the business 
was good, and there is no consistency 
in asking men to accept further reduc­ 
tions than result from the present busi­ 
ness shrinkage, and the full power of 
the Brotherhood of Locomotive Engi 
neers will be used, if necessary, in an 
effort to prevent any further reduction, 
because it would be agsolutely un 
just.” 


William C. Lee, assistant grand mas­ 
ter of the Brotherhood of Railroad 
Trainmen, speaking for his organiza­ 
tion on the same subject dictated the 
following: 


“The wage workers have not had a 
thing to do with this panic and loss of 
business, except to suffer from the mis­ 
management of some employers and 
speculators who blundered in the game 
of dollars on Wall street. 


“If he works he produces just as 
much per hour as he ever did; his liv­ 
ing expenses are just as high as before. 


“All classes of trainmen are paid by 
the mile or trip, and a reduction of 
miles run, or trips made, means a re 
duetion of the amount paid for by the 
employer. 


“There can be no good argument pre­ 
sented why trainmen should receive 
lower trip, or mileage rates for miles 
run. Freight trains are not run unless 
business 
requires 
it. 
Corporations 
never carry an overload of labor, but 
labor is usually compelled to carry an 
overload of capitalization. 


“It is no fault of labor that finan­ 
ciers play with their money and : se, 
nor is it the business of labor to suffer 
the losses sustained when its employers 
reach too far into the fire and get their 
fingers burned. 


“Our principal business now is to 
maintain tho present standard of liv­ 
ing. which means to hold to the pres­ 
ent standard of wages and unless all 
signs fail, railroad « . :**]oyes will op­ 
pose to the bitter end any attempt to 
reduce v/ages.”

this reserve force which every progressive firm should be accumulating. It 
is with men from the colleges, universities and technical schools that this 
article will chiefly deal, bat the advantages of those with only high school 
training should r.ot be overlooked. Many of the large city high schools. 


• jn fact, give courses thr.t are almost equal to those of t"e small colleges. The 


high school graduate of ISvv often is fully as well educated as his father 
who received a college decree In 1SSC cr thereabouts. 


In some branches of business, high school men are perhaps preferable 


to college men. This Is likely to be true in clerical work, especially, as the 
high sc'acol graduate Is usually a better penman and quicker at figures. On 
the other hand, it should be borr.e In n:ind that be is almost always Inferior 
In judgment, knowledge cf human nature and other Qualities which a man de- 
velops as he grows older.

O Americans of .the last génération the Inheritance 
tax 
was a fiscal curiosity, but to-day it is found in not fewer 
than thirty-four states, and must be accepted as an ac- 
complished fact of American 
finance. 


The present inheritance taxes employed by the several 
states are levied clearly to raise revenue. 


But it is now proposed to Introduce a federal Inheri- 
tance tax to reduce swollen fortunes. 
The proposal as- 
sumes that there Is in the United States an undue con- 
centration of wealth and power in a few hands, and It ôannot be denied that 
many thoughtful men have come to such a conclusion. 
But If the exis- 
tence om such a tendency be admitted the Inheritance tax is no remedy 
therefor. 


If excessive fortunes have been made by reckless or dishonest manipu- 
lation of corporaitions, the obvious remedy Is to reform corporation laws 
and to elevate the standards of business morals. 
New legislation may be 
needed at some points, but relentless enforcement of existing laws against 
conspiracy and theft would probably go far to accomplish the desired re- 
sult 
Such remedies are simple and old fashioned, but they have a potency 
far exceeding all schemes for social regeneration through act of Congress. 


If our federal government needs additional revenue, it can at any moment 
raise an additional hundred millions by restoring the tax on beer and tobacco 
to the figures enforced during the Spanish war. 
Our state and local govern- 
ments have no such convenient resources. 
* 


For financial reasons, therefore, an inheritance tax should be reserved 
to the several states. 
For economic and social reasons, its function should 
be to raise revenue, and not to reform the distribution of wealth.

The Reserve Force 
^ 


in Business

HE successful general never puts his entire force into the 
fleld, 
He always has strength in reserve to meet an emer- 
gency. 
In the battle for business success the wise employ- 
er does likewise, and he has growing up In his establish- 
ment at all times a force of young men who can step into 
places that may become vacant through death, sickness, 
the inroads of competitors or failure to "make good." 


The human part of a business machine is an uncertain 
quantity. 
Just when you least expect it, a man on whom 
you have been counting for important results and who has hitherto shown 
himself capable of securing them suddenly proves lacking and has to be 
replaced. 
How vitally Important it is then to have in reserve a force of 
men thoroughly trained in your own methods for use when the need arises, 
Formexiy, employers developed this reserve force from their ofllce boys. 
That was in the days when men who began work very young and with 
linutfcd education were considered the most capable; and about the highest 
form of praise that could be given a man was to call him "self made." 


Men are still "self made" and always will be, whether they finished their 
education in the grammar school or took degrees at a university. 
Education 
does not mako the man—it only develops him; but it almost invariably en- 
ables the man of native ability to strike tho gait more quickly. 


Within recent years, employers have come to realize this, 
Experience 
has ta<ught that the best value Is found in the young man who enters busi- 
ness a little later in life, but with better educational training and more 
nature judgment, even though they are obliged to pay him four or 
five 
times the salary at which they used to start since boys, 


Hlrh school and college graduates are the chief source of sup^^-- for 
this reserve force which every progressive firm should be -accumulating. 
It 
is with men from the colleges, universities and technical schools that this 
article will chiefly deal, but the advantages of those with only high school 
training should not be overlooked. 
Many of the large city high schools, 
in fact, give courses that are almost equal to those of the small colleges. The 
high school graduate of 19U6 often is fully as well educated as his father 
who received a college degi-ee in 18SC or thereabouts.

O Americans of *the last generation the inheritance tax 
was a fiscal curiosity, but to-day It is found in not fewer 
than thirty-four states, and must be accepted as an ac­ 
complished fact of American finance. 
The present inheritance taxes employed by the several 
states are levied clearly to raise revenue. 
But it is now proposed to introduce a federal inheri­ 
tance tax to reduce swollen fortunes. 
The proposal as­ 
sumes that there is in the United States an undue con­ 
centration of wealth and power in a few hands, and it ôannot be denied that 
many thoughtful men have come to such a conclusion. 
But if the exis­ 
tence om such a tendency be admitted the inheritance tax is no remedy 
therefor. 
If excessive fortunes have been made by reckless or dishonest manipu­ 
lation of corporaitions, the obvious remedy is to reform corporation laws 
and to elevate the standards of business morals. 
New legislation may be 
needed at some points, but relentless enforcement of existing law^s against 
conspiracy and theft would probably go far to accomplish the desired re­ 
sult. 
Such remedies are simple and old fashioned, but they have a potency 
far exceeding all schemes for social regeneration through act of Congress. 
If our federal government needs additional revenue, it can at any moment 
raise an additional hundred millions by restoring the tax on beer and tobacco 
to the figures enforced during the Spanish war. 
Our state and local govern­ 
ments have no such convenient resources. 
* 
For financial reasons, therefore, an inheritance tax should be reserved 
to the several states. 
For economic and social reasons, its function should 
be to raise revenue, and not to reform the distribution of wealth.

HE successful general never puts his entire force into the 
fleld. 
He ahvays has strength in reserve to meet an emer­ 
gency. 
In the battle for business success the wise employ­ 
er does likewise, and he has growing up in his establish­ 
ment at all times a force of young men who can step into 
places that may become vacant through death, sickness, 
the inroads of competitors or failure to “make good.” 
The human part of a business machine is an uncertain 
quantity. 
Just \vhen you least expect it, a man on whom 
you have been counting for important results and who has hitherto shown 
himself capable of securing them suddenly proves lacking and has to be 
replaced. 
How vitally important it is then to have in reserve a force of 
men thoroughly trained in your own methods for use when the need arises. 
Formeiiy, employers developed this reserve force from their ofllce boys. 
That was in the days when men who began work very young and with 
liniitfed education w^ere considered the most capable; and about the highest 
form of praise that could be given a man was to call him “self made.” 
Men are still “self made” and always will be, wiaether they finished their 
education in the grammar school or took degrees at a university. 
Education 
does not make the man—it only develops him; but it almost invariably en­ 
ables the man of native ability to strike the gait more quickly. 
Within recent years, employers have come to realize this, 
Experience 
has ta«ught that the best value is found in the young man who enters busi­ 
ness a little later in life, but with better educational training and more 
nature judgment, even though they are obliged to pay him four or flve 
times the salary at which they used to start since boys. 
Hlrh school and college graduates are the chief source of supyly for 
this reserve force which every progressive firm should be accumulating. 
It 
is with men from the colleges, universities and technical schools that this 
article will chiefly deal, but the advantages of those with only high school 
training should not be overlooked. 
Many of the large city high schools, 
in fact, give courses that are almost equal to those of the small colleges. The 
high school graduate of ID06 often is fully as w'ell educated as his father 
wiio received a college degi’ee in 18SC or thereabouts. 
In some branches of business, high school men are perhaps preferable 
to college men. This is likely to be true in clerical w»ork, especially, as the 
high school graduate is usually a better penman and quicker at figures. On 
the other hand, it should be borne in mind that he is aln;pst ahvays Inferior

Haw'ks dashing at a bird on the 
ground will forget to put on their 
brakes in time to prevent a fatal 
collision with 
the 
earth, 
and 
the 
same result occurs when they try to 
overhaul a small bird in the vicinity 
of a wall. 


For barn owls there is no contriv- 
ance more perilous than an open wa- 
ter tank near farm buildings round 
which these useful birds are wont 
to forage for rats and mice. 


Seeing its own image reflected in 
the moonlit water, the owl imagines, 
apparently, this is an acquaintance, 
and going, as it were, to shake hands 
finds a watery grave. 


I knew a man who took four young 
jays from their nest, reared them till 
they could feed themselves, and had 
become very tame—every one of the 
four "got drowned," three while ex- 
ploring the contents of open water ves- 
sels; the fourth actually managed the 
deed in a saucer, so intoxicated was it 
with the joy of bathing. 


Small birds are not infrequently to 
be found hanging dead by nest build- 
ing materials, and sometimes during 
toilet operations they get their head 
and neck fatally locked between the 
stiff quills of their wing feathers. 


I wonder how many hundreds of 
young phesants annually find death in 
the meshes of wire netting? 
Even 
though they are well able to fly over 
obstacles ten times its height, little 
pheasants are so utterly devoid of 
"gumption" that they will try to jump 
through netting, taking not the slight- 
est warning from the bodies of broth- 
ers and sisters v/ho have hanged them- 
selves thus.—Minneapolis Journal,

Truly the bottom 
of the bay is paved with memories.— 
San Francisco Call. 


Killing Off the Muskrats. 


The 
inoffensive muskrat, 
which 
abounds in large 
numbers 
in 
the 
marshes in New Jersey and Delaware, 
is in danger of becoming extinct as 
the result of the Increase in the auto- 
mobiling craze. 
The danger of the 
little rodents' decimation is due to the 
fact that there is a great demand for 
fur-lined overcoats, which are an ab- 
solute necessity for comfort when in- 
dulging in motoring during cold weath- 
er. One concern in this city has just 
completed 800 overcoats, which re- 
quired for the linings the pelts of 30.- 
OuO muskrats,—Pliiladelphla Record. 


'KVe give below a summary of the 
work of the latest authority on nu- 
trition. 
Dr. Chittenden, it Is said, 
has conducted the most 
important 
series of experiments ever made in 
this country, and 
perhaps 
in the 
world, on the subject of the 'iiutri- 
tion of man. 
The result of his work 
is to throw 
an 
entirely new light 
upon that constituent in human diet 
known as "proteid." 
We desire that 
our readers learn how to acquaint 
themselves with the latest researches 
in the matter of food and diet. 


Liebig, who ranks among chem- 
ists as Hannibal ranks among gen- 
erals 
and 
as Dante 
ranks among 
poets, taught that muscular energy 
is derived from the assimilation of 
proteid 
foods. 
The organic food- 
stuffs, it must be remembered, arc 
of three distinct types. 
Dr. Russell 
H. Chittenden, the famous physio- 
logical chemist of Yale, classlfles all 
digestible 
forms of 
nutrition into 
protelds 
or albuminous 
foodstuffs, 
carbohydrates and fats. 
"All animal 
and vegetable foods, whatever their 
nature and whatever their origin, are 
composed simply of representatives 
of one or more of these three classes 
of food principles." 
Now proteid 
substances, regarded with such an 
appreciative eye by Liebig. have the 
special 
characteristic 
of containing 
about sixteen per cent, of nitrogen. 
''In addition, they contain on an aver- 
age 
fifty-two 
per cent, of 
carbon, 
seven per cent, of hydrogen, twenty- 
three per cent, of oxygen, and a slight 
percentage of sulphur." 
Proteid or 
albuminous substances constitute the 
chemical 
basis of all 
living cells, 
whether animal or vegetable. 
"This 
means, expressed in different lan- 
guage, that the organic substance of 
all organs and tissues, whether of 
animals or plants, is made up prin- 
cipally 
of proteid 
matter." 
Thus 
proteid substances occupy a special 
Importance in human diet, of ani- 
mal diet generally, in fact. 


To say, as the scientific press Is 
now 
practically 
saying, 
that 
the 
effect of Dr. Chittenden's work on 
the nutrition of man is to prove the 
proposition that energy is more ade- 
quately derived from vegetable foods 
than from proteids, is to herald the 
collapse of a fundamental fallacy in 
diet. 
"The great weight of Llebig's 
authority," says London Science, in- 
fluenced 
physiologists, 
even when 
Fick and Wislicenus in 1S65 made an 
ascent of the Faulhorn on a diet 
which was free from nitrogen, and 
were able to show that vigorous and 
even severe muscular work does not 
necessarily increase the 
decomposi- 
tion of proteid material." The source 
of muscular energy has been iu dis- 
pute from that day until the ap- 
pearance of Dr. Chittenden's work, 
a study which, as the 
authorities 
agree, settles the question 
against 
Liebig. 
''Dr. 
Chittendon's 
experi- 
ments 
compel us," 
writes a well- 
known authority on diet in the Lon- 
don Athenaeum, a paper whose scien- 
tific judgment carries great weight, , 
"to reject Liebig's teaching and to 
accept the more diflicult proposition 
Chat nitrogenous tissue change in the 
body is fairly constant under all con- 
ditions, and that nitrogen equilibrium 
can easily 
be 
maintained 
on an 
amount of proteid food, which is not 
more than one-third of the minimum 
usually considered 
necessary." 
To 
the same effect writes the Paris Re- 
vue Scientifique, not to mention the 
London Lancet and medical organs 
of equal ,celebrity. 


The upshot of Dr. 
Chittenden's 
work is that, in any diet worthy of 
the name, vegetable foods, containing 
relatively little nitrogen, should pre- 
vail. 
"Animal 
foods, 
with their 
higher 
nitrogen 
values, 
must be 
greatly subordinate, if the nitrogen 
or proteid assimilation Is to be main- 
tained at a level commensurate with 
true 
physiological 
requirements." 
The .practice of eating more than 
enough is thus represented as the 
'^predominant 
dietetic 
sin." 
But 
with the contemporary standards of 
diet, as fixed by the gastronomical 
habits of every-day existence, th'?ro 
Is reason to fear that the predomi- 
nant dietetic sin of this age will be 
Indulged In throughout a somewhat 
Indefinite future. 


Underfeeding has Its perils, but it 
is "comparatively rare." 
Not that 
Doctor Chittenden advocates any par- 
ticular diet. 
He says the adoption 
of dietary habits that aim to accord 
with the physiological requirements 
of the body need not entail "a cruci- 
fying of the flesh" or a disregard 
Of personal likes and dislikes, 
A 
reasonable 
intelligence 
combined 
with a disposition to exercise the 
same degree of judgment and care in 
the nutrition of the body as is ex- 
pended on other matters of no great- 
er importance pertaining to the indi- 
vidual, to the household or to busi- 
ness Interests, are all that is needed 
to bring 
about harmony 
between 
every-day dietary habits and the nu- 
tritive 
requirements of 
the body. 
There is no occasion, unless one finds 
pleasure and satisfaction in so doing, 
to resort to a limited dietary of nuts 
and fruits, to become an ardent dis- 
ciple of vegetarianism, to adopt a 
cereal diet, to abjure meats entirely 
or to follow in an intense fashion any 
particular dietary hobby. 


Doctor Chittenden's 
experiments 
were so scientifically carried out, in 
the opinion of those scientific organs 
which comment upon them, that there 
can be no cavil at the soundness of 
the conclusion to which they lead. 
He took thirteen men of the hospital 
corps of the United States Army and 
submitted them to a course of diet 
for six-months. 
The men ^\e^e under 


military 
discipline 
throughout the 
experiment» 
The food administered 
to each was of known composition. 
The weight of proteid Injected was 
known. 
This amount was reduced 
gradually. 
Tho amount of food was 
kept at such a volunio as to insuro 
each man enough to eat. 
The bodily 
weights of tho individuals remained 
unaltered, practically. 
But the mus- 
cular tone and the muscular strength 
showed a surprising increase. 


Eight university athletes were sub- 
jects of the second scries of experi- 
ments. 
During 
their 
five 
months 
dieting tho daily Intake of protold 
food by each Individual was reducod 
more than half. 
All showed gain 
In muscular power. 
All suffered less 
from fatigue after vigorous effort 
than formerly. 
Physical and mental 
endurance increased. 


Tho effect of a low proteid diet on 
dogs was ascertained 
through 
tho 
final 
experiment. 
"It 
has 
been 
thought 
for years 
that 
dogs and 
other flesh eaters could not 
long 
survive a marked diminution of tho 
proteids In their food—Doctor Chit- 
tenden supplies arguments for tlio 
theory that the want of success In 
previous casps dependpd less on the 
reduction of the proteid than on the 
condition of past experiments. 
"A 
dog,'* he says, "does not thrive when 
h'estricted to a purely vegetable diet, 
and a little animal food seems necos- 
ary to 
keep 
up 
its 
health and 
stroniErth, 
and 
this 
suffices 
even 
though the daily nitrogen intake and 
fuel value of the diet are restricted 
to a level below that of the vegetable 
dietary." 
Altogether, then, as Dr. 
Chittenden sums the matter up. a 
diet 
which 
conforms 
to the 
true 
nutritive requirements of the body 
must necessarily lead toward vege- 
table foods.

Some Fronchmcn of Humble Birth 
AVho Rose to Eniincnce.

author of "Belisaire" and friend of 
Voltaire; Chapta^ the great chemist 
and discoverer, who was summoned 
by the Convention to supply the army 
with gunpowder and did so; Laplaci, 
the illustrious physicist—these inter 
alios, and, if not peasants' sons, all 
of them were of humble oiigin. 
And 
If Alphonse Karr's interesting theme 
were brought up to date his successor 
would be able to add the greatest 
name in French 
fiction—Balzac! 


My name is on my certificate of 
jirth as that of the Duke of Fitzjames 
is 
on 
his," 
somewhat 
pompously 
wrote the author of the *'Comedie 
liumaine," and, unliku Rouget de 
Lisle, he had not knowingly appro- 
priated the much coveted particle. In 
all probability he firmly believed that 
he had come of noble stock. 
But in 
his work "Honore do Balzac" M. E. 
Bire relates that a well known anti- 
quary entirely disproves poor Balzac's 
titlG to the "de." 
This gentleman, 
M, Charles Portal, has indeed un- 
arthed the birth register of Balzac's 
father, who was born in 1746 in a 
villago of Languedoc, and in that 
document is described as Bernard 
Francois Balssa, son of a laborer. 
The great Honore's father had lit- 
erary tastes, and even wielded the 
pen. 
Quite possibly he may have thus 
euphemized his patronymic out of re- 
spect for that early master of French 
prose 
(1597-165 4)really 
belonging 
to the noble de Balzac or de Balsac 
house. 
Be that as it may, M. Bire 
truly says that Balzac has earned his 
I'lght to nobility.—Westminster Ga- 
zette.

For barn owls there is no contriv­ 
ance more perilous than an open wa­ 
ter tank near farm buildings round 
which these useful birds are wont 
to forage for rats and mice. 


Seeing its own image reflected in 
the moonlit water, the owl imagines, 
apparently, this is an acquaintance, 
and going, as it were, to shake hands 
finds a watery grave. 


I knew a man who took four young 
jays from their nest, reared them till 
they could feed themselves, and had 
become very tame—every one of the 
four “got drowned,” three while ex­ 
ploring the contents of open water ves­ 
sels; the fourth actually managed tho 
deed in a saucer, so intoxicated was it 
with the joy of bathing.

Killing Off the Muskrats.

The danger of the 
little rodents’ decimation is due to the 
fact that there is a great demand for 
fur-lined overcoats,, which are an ab­ 
solute necessity for comfort when in­ 
dulging in motoring during cold weath­ 
er. One concern in this city has just 
completed 800 overcoats, which re­ 
quired for the linings the pelts of 30,-

COLLAPSE OF A FUNDAMENTAL 


.. . . . . . FALLACY IN DIET. . . . . . 


FRO* CURRENT LITERATURE. 


We give below a summary of the 
work of the latest authority on nu­ 
trition. 
Dr. Chittenden, it is said, 
has conducted the most important 
series of experiments ever made in 
this country, and 
perhaps 
in the 
world, on the subject of the «nutri­ 
tion of man. 
The result of his work 
is to throw an entirely new light 
upon that constituent in human diet 
known as “proteid.” 
We desire that 
our readers learn how to acquaint 
themselves with the latest researches 
in the matter of food and diet. 


Liebig, who ranks among chem­ 
ists as Hannibal ranks among gen­ 
erals and as Dante ranks among 
poets, taught that muscular energy 
is derived from the assimilation of 
proteid foods. 
The organic food­ 
stuffs. it must be remembered, are 
of three distinct types. 
Dr. Russell 
H. Chittenden, the famous physio­ 
logical chemist of Yale, classifies all 
digestible 
forms of 
nutrition into 
proteids 
or albuminous 
foodstuffs, 
carbohydrates and fats. 
“All animal 
and vegetable foods, whatever their 
nature and whatever their origin, are 
composed simply of representatives 
of one or more of these three classes 
of food principles.’’ 
Now proteid 
substances, regarded with such an 
appreciative eye by Liebig, have the 
special 
characteristic 
of containing 
about sixteen per cent, of nitrogen. 
“ In addition, they contain on an aver­ 
age fifty-two per cent, of carbon, 
seven per cent, of hydrogen, twenty- 
three per cent, of oxygen, and a slight 
percentage of sulphur.” 
Proteid or 
albuminous substances constitute the 
chemical 
basis of all 
living cells, 
whether animal or vegetable. 
“This 
means, expressed in different lan­ 
guage, that the organic substance of 
all organs and tissues, whether of 
animals or plants, is made up prin­ 
cipally 
of proteid 
m atter.” 
Thus 
proteid substances occupy a special 
importance in human diet, of ani­ 
mal diet generally, in fact. 


To say, as the scientific press is 
now 
practically 
saying, 
that 
the 
effect of Dr. Chittenden’s work on 
the nutrition of man is to prove the 
proposition that energy is more ade­ 
quately derived from vegetable foods 
than from proteids, is to herald the 
collapse of a fundamental fallacy in 
diet. 
“The great weight of Liebig’s 
authority,” says London Science, in­ 
fluenced 
physiologists, 
even when 
Fick and Wislicenus in IS 65 made an 
ascent of the Faulhorn on a diet 
which was free from nitrogen, and 
were able to show that vigorous and 
even severe muscular work does not 
necessarily increase the decomposi­ 
tion of proteid material.” The source 
of muscular energy has been in dis­ 
pute from that day until the ap­ 
pearance of Dr. Chittenden’s work, 
a study which, as the authorities 
agree, settles the question against 
Liebig. 
“Dr. 
Chittendon’s 
experi­ 
ments 
compel us,” 
writes a well- 
known authority on diet in the Lon­ 
don Athenaeum, a paper whose scien­ 
tific judgment carries great weight, 
“to reject Liebig’s teaching and to 
accept the more difficult proposition 
rhat nitrogenous tissue change in the 
body is fairly constant under all con­ 
ditions, and that nitrogen equilibrium 
can easily 
be 
maintained 
on an 
amount of proteid food, which is not 
more than one-third of the minimum 
usually considered 
necessary.” 
To 
the same effect writes the Paris Re­ 
vue Scientifique, not to mention the 
London Lancet and naedical organs 
of equal celebrity. 


The upshot of Dr. Chittenden’s 
work is that, in any diet worthy of 
the name, vegetable foods, containing 
relatively little nitrogen, should pre­ 
vail. 
“Animal 
foods, 
with their 
higher 
nitrogen 
values, 
must be 
greatly subordinate, if the nitrogen 
or proteid assimilation is to be main­ 
tained at a level commensurate with 
true 
physiological 
requirements.” 
The ,practice of eating more than 
enough is thus represented as the 
“predominant 
dietetic 
sin.” 
But 
with the contemporary standards of 
diet, as fixed by the gastronomical 
habits of every-day existence, th'?ro 
is reason to fear that the predomi­ 
nant dietetic sin of tliis age will be 
indulged in throughout a somewhat 
indefinite future. 


Underfeeding has its perils, but it 
is “comparatively rare.” 
Not that 
Doctor Chittenden advocates any par­ 
ticular diet. 
He says the adoption 
of dietary habits that aim to accord 
with the physiological requirements 
of the body need not entail “a cruci­ 
fying of the flesh” or a disregard 
Of personal 'likes and dislikes. 
A 
reasonable 
intelligence 
combined 
with a disposition to exercise the 
same degree of judgment and care in 
the nutrition of the body as is ex­ 
pended on other matters of no great­ 
er importance pertaining to the indi­ 
vidual, to the household or to busi­ 
ness interests, are all that is needed 
to bring 
about harmony 
between 
every-day dietary habits and the nu­ 
tritive 
requirements of 
the body. 
There is no occasion, unless one finds 
pleasure and satisfaction In so doing, 
to resort to a limited dietary of nuts 
and fruits, to become an ardent dis­ 
ciple of vegetarianism, to adopt a 
cereal diet, to abjure meats entirely 
or to follow in an intense fashion any 
particular dietary hobby. 


Doctor Chittenden’s 
experiments 
were so scientifically carried out, in 
the opinion of those scientific organs 
which comment upon them, that there 
can be no cavil at the soundness of 
the conclusion to which they lead. 
He took thirteen men of the hospital 
corps of the United States Army and 
submitted them to a course of diet 
for six months. The men were under 


military 
discipline 
throughout the 
experiment 
The food administered 
to each was of known composition. 
The weight of proteid injected was 
known. 
This amount was reduced 
gradually. 
Tho amount of food was 
kept at such a volume as to insuro 
each man enough to eat. The bodily 
weights of tho individuals remained 
unaltered, practically. 
But the mus­ 
cular tone and the muscular strength 
showed a surprising increase. 


Eight university athletes were sub­ 
jects of the second series of experi­ 
ments. 
During 
their 
fivo months 
dieting tho daily intako of proteid 
food by each individual was reduced 
more than half. 
All showed gain 
in muscular power. 
All suffered less 
from fatigue after vigorous effort 
than formerly. 
Physical and mental 
endurance increased. 


Tho effect of a low proteid diet on 
dogs was ascertained through tho 
final 
experiment, 
“It 
has 
been 
thought for years that dogs and 
other flesh eaters could not long 
survive a marked diminution of tho 
proteids in their food--Doctor Chit­ 
tenden supplies arguments for tho 
theory that the want of success in 
previous cases depended less on the 
reduction of the proteid than on the 
condition of past experiments. 
“A 
dog,” he says, “does not thrive when 
¿restricted to a purely vegetable diet, 
and a little animal food seems neces- 
ary to 
keep 
up 
its 
health and 
strength, 
and 
this 
suffices 
even 
though the daily nitrogen intake and 
fuel value of the diet are restricted 
to a level below that of the vegetable 
dietary.“ 
Altogether, then, as Dr. 
Chittenden sums the matter up, a 
diet which 
conforms 
to the true 
nutritive requirements of the body 
must necessarily lead toward vege­ 
table foods. 


SONS OF PEASANTS. 


Some Frenchmen of Humble Birth 
Who Rose to Eminence. 


Some time since I picked up in 
Paris a curious little book by Al­ 
phonse Karr, called “Historié des Pay­ 
sans illustres; Plutarque des Cam­ 
pagnes,” 1S3 8. 
Among the number 
of peasants* or workmen’s sons at­ 
taining fame or local celebrity figure 
Flecliier, perhaps best known to Eng­ 
lish readers by his “ Grands jours 
d’Auvergne; ” Ney, 
“le brave des 
brave C» ♦ 
*-> »♦» Amyot, the translator of 
Plutarch; Hoche, the pacificator of 
La Vendee; Ramus, mathematician 
and philosopher, a victim of St. Bar­ 
tholomew; Palissy, the great potter, 
who narrowly escaped a similar fate; 
the savant Mabillon; Marmontel, the 
author of “Belisaire” and friend of 
Voltaire; Chapta1, the great chemist 
and discoverer, who was summoned 
by the Convention to supply the army 
with gunpowder and did so; Laplace, 
the illustrious physicist— these inter 
alios, and, if not peasants’ sons, all 
of them were of humble oiigin. 
And 
if Alphonse K arr’s interesting theme 
were brought up to date his successor 
would be able to add the greatest 
name in French fiction— Balzac! 


“My name is on my certificate of 
birth as that of the Duke of Fitzjames 
is 
on 
his,” 
somewhat 
pompously 
wrote the author of the "Comedie 
I-Iumaine,” and, unlike Rouget de 
Lisle, he had not knowingly appro­ 
priated the much coveted particle. In 
all probability he firmly believed that 
lie had come of noble stock. 
But in 
his work “Honoré do Balzac” M. E. 
Bire relates that a well known anti­ 
quary entirely disproves poor Balzac’s 
title to the “de.” 
This gentleman, 
M. Charles Portal, has indeed un­ 
earthed the birth register of Balzac’s 
father, who was born in 1746 in a 
village of Languedoc, and in that 
document is described as Bernard 
Francois Balssa, son of a laborer. 
The great Honore’s father had lit­ 
erary tastes, and even wielded the 
pen. 
Quite possibly he may have thus 
euphemized his patronymic out of re­ 
spect for that early master of French 
prosa 
(1597-1654)really belonging 
to the noble de Balzac or de Balsac 
house. 
Be that as it may, M. Bire 
truly says that Balzac has earned his 
right to nobility.— Westminster Ga­ 
zette. 
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Potatoes On One Farm. 


We have heard so many large sto­ 
ries told of the mammoth potato 
fields of Aroostook County that it 
never occurred to us that Central 
Maine was the possessor of the larg­ 
est farm devoted exclusively to the 
raising of potatoes to be found in all 
New England. 
But such seems to be 
the case. 
The farm in question is 
Willow Brook farm, the property of 
B. W. Sprague, in tho good town of 
Corinna. 
This is the Rackliff farm, 
so called, and with additions made 
sin?e Mr, Sprague purchased it a 
year ago, now comprises 4 00 acres, 
and more than half of it will be un­ 
der the plow in the coming season.

Japan's National 
Aims. 


The 
advent 
of 
Japan 
among 
the 
great powers of the world has been 
a remarkable occurrencc*, the most re- 
markable. perhaps, in the latter 
part 
of tlie last century, and we may read- 
ily pardon some observers for being 
actually bewildered 
by 
it. 
But it 
seems to us quite unreasonable and 
unwarranted to assume that the event 
must have some ir.inster and 
malefic 
purpose. 
It is by no means 
beyond 
the hounds t)f rational conception that 
the Japanese are much like other peo- 
ple. and that a nation 
should 
thus 
awaken and arise with no thought of 
mischief making or of universal con- 
quest, but with a sane and 
salutary 
ambition to confirm its place among 
the powers as a factor of "peace, com- 
merce and honest friendship." 
That 
was the ambition of the United States 
when it became a new nation. 
That 
"was the ambition, now for more than 
a third of a century consistently ful- 
filled, 
of Germany when her 
empire 
"was founded. 
We know not why it 
should not also be the aim of Japan, 
and that it is her aim we are bo-und, 
In the absence ofi. proof to the coii' 
trary. to believe.—N. Y. Tribune. 


Mr. Abbott Advises Them to Culti- 
vate Persistence and Self-Restralnt. 
"The only allcrnative I know to gov- 
ernment by collision is government by 
habit," says Earnest Hamlin 
Abbott 
in "The Outlook." 
in the opening pa- 
per of a series ''On the Training of Par- 
ents." The paper is about the bringing 
up of children, but the briefest perusal 
will show that the final word in the 
title is quite correct, 
E\Try collision 
with a child is a confession of weak- 
ness. says iMr. Abbott. 
For while it 
may sometimes be better to let a child 
collide with you than with the com- 
munity, it is never anything but a dii- 
aster, and proof that government by 
habit is not fully established. 


The process of training children is 
the process of forming habits, and the 
time to beigin is when the child is a 
babe. 
That is the time for the parents 
to learn self-restraint. 
The 
mother's 
impulse is to rush to her baby the mo- 
ment he cries, take him up. fondle him. 
A little care, says Mr. Abbott, will en- 
able that mother to distinguish 
be- 
tween the cry of pain, the cry of ner- 
vous irritability and the "plain cry." 
If it is a cry of pain she loolcs for the 
cause. If it is a cry of irritability she 
"blames herself for having rocked the 
child a few moments before, and steels 
herself 
against 
repeating 
the 
indul- 
gence." 
It is a "plain cry" she exer- 
cises her self-restraint and lets him cry 
on. 
She knows that, sad as it 
may 
seem to hear a baby cry. he has got 
to cry to exercise his lungs until he is 
old enuogh to go out and play with 
the other children. 


When the baby has had all the food 
that is good for him, she gently with- 
draws the food supply. 
Thus she es- 
tablishes in herself the 'good habit of 
not indulging him foolishly. 
And the 
child learns to go to sleep 
without 
the whole family dancing attendance 
on him, to stop eatiutg when ho has 
had enough—learns, in short 
dignity 
and self command and sweet reason- 
ableness. 


Of coi;rse, Mr. Abbott points out, the 
spj. • of adventure leads normal chil- 
dren sometimes to sample things not 
good lor them, and cxp'nre 
places 
where they ough: 
not 
lo be. 
"But 
this," he says, 
a tribute to regular 
life, and is 
1 
to those children 


whose whole life consists in a series 
of. parental expei imoiitin" 


Mrs. E-wing, in her "Story of a Short 
IJfe," pictures tli" bewilderment of a 
little lad under the oaprices of a fond 
father whose government was a gov- 
ernment of moods. 
Sometimes, 
by 
some curious and fortunate 
airhcmy, 
beautiful characters are evolved under 
such conditions, but not often. 
Bad 
habits are easily acquired, and likely to 
cling, but happhy. Mr. Abbott 
says, 
good habits are as hard to break up 
as bad ones are. 
People who consider 
pertness in a child *'so cunninig." and 
who enjoy "encountering the child as 
an adversary and breaking down his 
opposition" will have no trouble in de- 
veloping in the malleable little beings 
in their care habitual pertness and dis- 
obedience. 
But those who desire their 
children to gi'ow up v/ith a "contented 
acquiescence in a regular life" can do 
it; it requires no qualities on the part 
of the parents but persistence and self- 
restraint; and it means for tha child, 
when he grows up. all the difference 
between being a blessing or a nuisance 
to himself and others.

Mr. Herbert Knox Smith, whose zeal in the 
cause of economic reform has been in no wise 
abated by tho panic which ho and his kind 
did so much to bring on. is out with an an- 
swer to President Moffett, of tho Standard 
Oil Company of Indiana. 
Tho publication of 
this answer, it is ofilcially given out, was de- 
layed several weeks, "for business reasons, 
because 
it was 
not 
deemed 
advisable 
to 
further excite tho public mind, which was 
profoundly disturbed by the crisis. 
Now that 
the st.irm clouds have rolled by, however, tho 
Commissioner rushes again into the fray. 


Our 
readers ' r e m e m b e r 
t h a t 
the 
chief 
points in tho defence of the Standard 
Oil 
Company, as presented by Proaidont MofTett, 
were, (T» that the rate of six cents on oil 
from Whiting to East St. Louis has been is- 
Bued to the Standard Oil Company as tho 
lawful rate by employes of the Alton, 
(2) 
that tho IS-cent rate on file with tho Inter- 
state Commerce Commission was a class and 
not a commodity rate, never being intended 
to apply to oil, (3) that oil was shipped in 
large quantities between Whiting and East 
St. 
Louis over 
the 
Chicago 
and 
Eastern 
Illinois at six and one-fourth cents per hun- 
dred pounds, which has been filed with tho 
Interstate Commerce Commission as the law- 
ful rate, and (4) that the IS-cent rate on oil 
was entirely out of proportion to lawful rates 
on other commodities between these points 
of a similar character, and of greater value, 
such, for example, as linseed oil, tho lawful 
rate on which was eight cents. 
President 
Moffett also stated t h a t thousands of tons of 
freight had been sent by other shippers be- 
tween thesfi points under substantially 
tho 
same conditions as governed tho shipments 
of the Standard Oil Company. 


This defence of the Standard Oil Company 
was widely quoted and has undoubtedly ex- 
erted a powerful influence upon the public 
mind. 
Naturally the Administration, which 
has 
staked 
tho 
success 
of 
its 
campaign 
against tho " t r u s t s " upon the result of its at- 
tack upon this company, endeavors to offset 
this influence, and hence the new deliverance 
of Commissioner Smith. 


need hardly to point out that his re- 
buttal argument is extremely weak, although 
as strong, no doubt, as the 
circumstances 
would warrant. 
Me answers tho points made 
by President Moffett substantially as follows: 
(1) The Standard Oil Company had a trafllc 
department, and should have known t h a t th" 
six-cent rate had not been filed, (2) ni; an- 
swer, (3) the Chicago and Eastern Illinois 
rate was r^ secret rate beeause it read, not 
f r o m Whiting, hut from Dolton, which 
is 
de.seribed as "a village of about 1,500 popu- 
lation 
juK. 
outside of 
Chicago. 
Its 
only 
claim to note is that it has been for many 
years the point of origin for this and similar 
secret rates." 
The Commissioner admits in 
describing this rate t h a t there was a noco 
attached stating t h a t the rate could also be 
used from Whiting. 


The press has quite generally hailed this 
statement of the Commissioner of Corpora- 
tions as a conclusive refutation of what is 
evidently recognized as the strongest rebuttal 
argument advanced by the Standard. 


In fact, it is as weak and Inconclusive as 
the remainder of his argument. 
Tho lines of 
the Chicago and Eastern Illinois do not run 


into Chicatjo. 
They 
terminato 
at 
Dolton, 
from which point entrance is made over tho 
Bolt Line. 
Whiting, where tho oil freight 
originates, is not on tho lines of the Chicai;o 
and Eastern Illinois, which receives its Whit- 
Inn: froliiht from tho Belt Lino at 
Dolton. 
Tho former practice, now discontinued, 
in 
filing tariffs was to make them read f r o m a 
point on the tho lino of tho filing road, and it 
was also general to state on tho same sheet, 
that the tariff would apply to other points. 
0. g., Whiting. 
The Chicago and 
Eastern 
Illinois followed this practlco in filing its rato 
from Dolton, and making a noto on tho sheet 
that is applied to Whiting. 
This was in 1S95 
when this method of 
filing 
tariffa was in 
common use. 


Now lot us^soe in what way the intending 
shipper of oil could bo misled and deceived 
by tho fact that tho Chicago and 
Eastern 
Illinois had not 
filed 
a rate reading from 
Whiting. 
Commissioner Smith contends that 
"concealment is the only motivo for such a 
circuitous 
a r r a n g e m e n t . " 
i. 
e., 
that 
this 
method of 
filing 
the rate was Intended 
to 
mislead intending competitors of the Stand- 
ard Oil Company. 
Suppose such a prospec- 
tive oil refiner had applied to tho Intorstato 
Connnorco Commission 
for tho rate 
from 
Chicago to East St. Louis over the Chicago 
and Eastern Illinois, ho would have been in- 
formed that tho only rate 
filed 
with 
tho 
commission by this company was 
cents 
from Dolton. and he would have been f u r t h e r 
informed, if indeed he did not know this al- 
ready, that this rate applied throughout Chi- 
cago territory. 
So that whether he wished to 
locate his plant at Whiting, or anywhere else 
about Chicago, under an arrangement of long 
standing, and which applies to all tho indus- 
trial towns in the neighborhood of Chicago, 
he could have his freight delivered over tho 
Belt Line to tho Chicago and Eastern Illinois 
at Dolton and transported to East St. Louis 
at a rate of C 
cents. 
Where then is tho 
concealment which the Commissioner of Cor- 
porations makes so much of? 
Any 
r a t e — 
from Dolton on the Eastern Illinois or Chap- 
pell on the Alton, or Harvey on tho Illinois 
Central, or Blue Island on tho Rock Island, 
applies throughout Chicago territory to ship- 
ments from Whiting, as to shipments from 
any other ])oint in the district. 
So far from 
the Eastern Illinois filing its rate from Dol- 
ton in order to detciv. tlm i-bin; 
it in tho 
Comniis iiouor of Corpo/atifn;; who t-Uher be- 
trays hi 
iMTss iftnoranev' of tranKi)ortation 
eui 'om - ii' Chicagti tr :ito;y or relies on the 
juiblic ii;n(iranc ' of these customs to deceive 
tin public :oo apt to accept unquestionlngly

The final poin: made by Pr» . ident Moffett 
that other commoditie.'. of :i ehar:.rtf r similar 
to oil Wi i'.' carried at mu'*h lower rates than 
IS conts, the Conimii-.jioner of Corporations 
discusses only .with tht^ remark that 
"tho 
•rcMi'.onablenesi' of this ratf is not in ques- 
tion. 
Th(» questioji is whether tbis rate con- 
stitut'.^d a discrimination 
as ae:ainRt 
other 
shippers of oil." and he also makes much of 
tho failure of President Moffett to produce 
beforo tho grand jury evidence of the alleged 
illep.al acts of which tho Standard Oil ofileial 
said that other largo shippers in tho terri- 


tory had been pullly. 
Considering the fact 
that these shippers included tho packors and 
elevator mon nf Chicago tho action of tho 
grand jury In calling upon President Moffott 
to furnish ovidonco of thoir wrong-doing may 
bo interpreted as a demand for an elabora- 
tion of the obvious; but tho fact that a rate- 
book containing these frelpht rates for othc; 
shippers was offered in ovidonco during tho 
trial and ruled out by Judge Landis, waa 
kept out of sight. 
President Moffett would 
not, of course, accept tho Invitation of tho 
grand 
jury althnuRh he might havo been 
pardoned if he had referred them to various 
official investigations by the Interstate Com- 
morr*» Commission and other departments of 
tho Government. 


Wo come back, therefore, to the conclusion 
of tho whole matter, which is that tho Stand- 
ard Oil Company of Indiana was 
fined 
an 
amount equal to seven or olpht times tho 
value of Its entire property, because its traffic 
department did not verify tho statement of 
tho Alton rate clerk, that the six-cent com- 
modity rate on oil had been properly 
filed 
with tho Interstate Commerce 
Commission. 
Thero Is no ovidonco. and nono was intro- 
duced at tho trial, that any shipper of oil 
from ChieaRO territory had been interfered 
with by tho elghtoen-cent rate nor that tho 
failure of tho Alton to file its six-cent rato 
had resulted in any discrimination 
against 
any independent shipper, 
-wo must tako this 
on tho word of tho Commissioner of Cor- 
porations and of Judge Landis. 
Neither is it 
denied even by Mr. Smith that tho "inde- 
pendent" shipper of oil, whom ho pictures as 
beinp: driven out of business by this discrim- 
ination of tho Alton, could have shipped all 
the oil ho desired to ship from Whiting via 
Dolton over tho lines of the Chicago 
and 
Eastern Illinois to East St. Louis. 
In short, 
President Moffett's defence is still good, and 
wo predict will be declared so by tho higher 
court.

strenuoui attaek, under the leadership of iho 
President of tho Ignited Stat'^s. the 
ori)ora- 
tion is at last drapK "d lo th.» bar of ¡ustir<» to 
answer for its miiuloini.!^!. Th.- whole ;tr<'ngth 
of the Government is direr;.-d a^aiuFi it. and 
at last, we are told, the Standard Oil Com- 
pany is to pay the penalty of it;; crimes, and 
it is 
finally 
convicted of having failed to 
verify tho statement of a rate clerk and is 
forthwith fined a prodigious sum, measured 
by the car.

Jap an 's National Aims. 


The advent of Japan among the

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TRAINING OF PARENTS. 


Mr, Abbott Advise« Them to Culti­ 
vate Persistence and Self-Restraint. 
“The only alternative I know to gov­ 
ernment by collision is government by 
habit,” says Earnest Hamlin Abbott 
in “The Outlook,” in the opening pa­ 
per of a series “On the Training of Par­ 
ents.” The paper is about the bringing 
up of children, but the briefest perusal 
will show that the final word in the 
title is quite correct. 
Every collision 
with a child is a confession of weak­ 
ness, says Mr. Abbott. 
For while it 
may sometimes be better to let a child 
collide with you than with the com­ 
munity, it is never anything but a dis­ 
aster, and proof that government by 
habit is not fully established. 


The process of training children is 
the process of forming habits, and the 
time to begin is w’hen the child is a 
babe. That is the time for the parents 
to learn self-restraint. 
The mother’s 
impulse is to rush to her baby the mo­ 
ment he cries, take him up, fondle him. 
A little care, says Mr. Abbott, will en­ 
able that mother to distinguish be­ 
tween the cry of pain, the cry of ner­ 
vous irritability and the “plain cry.” 
If it is a cry of pain she looks for the 
cause. If it is a cry of irritability she 
“blames herself Dor having rocked the 
child a few moments before, and steels 
herself against repeating the indul­ 
gence.” 
It is a “plain cry” she exer­ 
cises her self-restraint and lets him cry 
on. 
She knows that, sad as it 
may 
seem to hear a baby cry, he has got 
to cry to exercise his lungs until he is 
old enuogh to go out and play with 
the other children. 


When the baby has had all the food 
that is good for him, she gently with­ 
draws the food supply. 
Thus she es­ 
tablishes in herself the 'good habit of 
not indulging him foolishly. 
And the 
child learns to go to sleep without 
the whole family dancing attendance 
on him, to stop eating when he has 
had enough—learns, in short dignity 
and self command and sweet reason­ 
ableness. 


Of course, Mr. Abbott points out, tho 
spl, • of adventure leads normal chil­ 
dren sometimes to sample things not 
good lor them, and explore 
places 
where they ought not to be. 
“But 
this,*’ he says, 
*s a tribute to regular 
life, and is 1 tmd to those children 
whose whole life consists in a serl*. s 
of. parental expei iments.*’

Life,” pictures tlie bewilderment of a 
little lad under the caprices of a fond 
father whose government was a gov­ 
ernment of moods. 
Sometimes, 
by 
some curious and fortunate alchcmy, 
beautiful characters are evolved under 
such conditions, but not often.

habits are easily acquired, and likely to 
cling, but happily, Mr. Abbott says, 
good habits are as hard to break up 
as bad ones are. 
People who consider 
pertness in a child “so cunning,” and 
who enjoy “encountering the child as 
an adversary and breaking down his 
opposition” will have no trouble in de­ 
veloping in the malleable little beings 
in their care habitual pertness and dis­ 
obedience. 
But those who desire their 
children to grow up with a “contented 
acquiescence in a regular life” can do 
it; it requires no qualities on the part 
of the parents but persistence and self- 
restraint; and it means for the child, 
when he grows up, all the difference 
between being a blessing or a nuisance 
to himself and others.

Commissioner Smith vs. The Standard Oil Co. 


From the (kailway World, January 
igo8. 


Mr. Herbert Knox Smith, whose zeal in the 
cause of economic reform has been in no wise 
abated by tho panic which ho and his kind 
did so much to bring on, is out with an an­ 
swer to President Moffett, of tho Standard 
Oil Company of Indiana. 
The publication of 
this answer, it is officially given out, was de­ 
layed several weeks, “for business reasons/' 
because it was not deemed advisable to 
further excite tho public mind, which was 
profoundly disturbed by the crisis. 
Now that 
the st.>rm clouds have rolled by, however, tho 
Commissioner rushes again into the fray. 


Our 
r e a d e r s ’ remember that the chief 
points in tho defence of the Standard Oil 
Company, as presented by President Moffett, 
were, (1 ) that the rate of six cents on oil 
from Whiting to East St. Louis has been is­ 
sued to the Standard Oil Company as tho 
lawful rate by employes of the Alton, (2) 
that tho lS-cent rate on file with tho Inter­ 
state Commerce Commission was a class and 
not a commodity rate, never being intended 
to apply to oil, (3) that oil was shipped in 
large quantities between Whiting and East 
St. Louis over the Chicago and Eastern 
Illinois at six and one-fourth cents per hun­ 
dred pounds, which has been filed with tho 
Interstate Commerce Commission as the law­ 
ful rate, and (4) that the IS-cent rate on oil 
was entirely out of proportion to lawful rates 
on other commodities between these points 
of a similar character, and of greater value, 
such, for example, as linseed oil, tho lawful 
rate on which was eight cents. 
President 
Moffett also stated that thousands of tons of 
freight had been sent by other shippers be­ 
tween these points under substantially tho 
same conditions as governed the shipments 
of tho Standard Oil Company. 


This defence of the Standard Oil Company 
was widely quoted and has undoubtedly ex­ 
erted a powerful influence upon the public 
mind. Naturally the Administration, which 
has staked tho success of its campaign 
against the “trusts” upon the result of its at­ 
tack upon this company, endeavors to offset 
this influence, and hence the new deliverance 
of Commissioner Smith. 


We need hardly to point out that his re­ 
buttal argument is extremely weak, although 
as strong, no doubt, as the circumstances 
would warrant. 
He answers the points made 
by President Moffett substantially as follows: 
(1) The Standard Oil Company had a trafllc 
department, and should have known that th*‘ 
six-cent rate had not been filed, (2) m> an­ 
swer, (3) the Chicago and Eastern Illinois 
rate was a secret rate because it read, not 
from Whiting, but from Dolton, which is 
described as “a village of about 1,500 popu­ 
lation jus:, outside of Chicago. 
Its only 
claim to note is that it has been for many 
years the point of origin for this and similar 
secret rates.” 
The Commissioner admits in 
describing this rate th at there was a note 
attached stating that the rate could also be 
uspd from Whiting. 


The press has quite generally hailed this 
statement of the Commissioner of Corpora­ 
tions as a conclusive refutation of what is 
evidently recognized as the strongest rebuttal 
argument advanced by the Standard. 


In fact, it is as weak and inconclusive as 
the remainder of his argument. 
The lines of 
the Chicago and Eastern Illinois do not run 


into Chicago. 
They terminato at Dolton, 
from which point entrance is made over tho 
Belt Line. 
Whiting, where tho oil freight 
originates, is not on the lines of the Chicago 
and Eastern Illinois, which receives its W hit­ 
ing freight from tho Bolt Lino at Dolton, 
Tho former practice, now discontinued, in 
filing tariffs was to make them read from a 
point on the tho line of tho filing road, and it 
was also general to state on the samo sheet, 
that the tariff would apply to other points, 
e. g., Whiting. 
The Chicago and Eastern 
Illinois followed this practico in filing its rate 
from Dolton, and making a note on tho sheet 
that is applied to Whiting. 
This was in 1895 
when this method of filing tariffs was in 
common use. 


Now let us/see in what way the intending 
shipper of oil could bo misled and deceived 
by the fact that tho Chicago and Eastern 
Illinois had not filed a rate reading from 
Whiting. 
Commissioner Smith contends that 
“concealment is the only motivo for such a 
circuitous arrangem ent.” 
i. e., that this 
method of filing the rato was Intended to 
mislead inteuding competitors of the Stand­ 
ard Oil Company. 
Suppose such a prospec­ 
tive oil refiner had applied to tho Intorstato 
Commerce Commission for the rate from 
Chicago to East St. Louis over the Chicago 
and Eastern Illinois, ho would have been in­ 
formed that tho only rato filed with tho 
commission by this company was 6 
cents 
from Dolton, and he would have been further 
informed, if indeed he did not know this al­ 
ready, that this rate applied throughout Chi­ 
cago territory. 
So that whether he wished to 
locate his plant at Whiting, or anywhere else 
about Chicago, under an arrangement of long 
standing, and which applies to all tho indus­ 
trial towns in the neighborhood of Chicago, 
he could have his freight delivered over tho 
Belt Line to the Chicago and Eastern Illinois 
at Dolton and transported to East St. Louis 
at a rato of GV^ cents. 
Where then is tho 
concealment which the Commissioner of Cor­ 
porations makes so much of? 
Any rate— 
from Dolton on the Eastern Illinois or Chap­ 
pell on the Alton, or Harvey on the Illinois 
Central, or Blue Island on the Rock Island, 
applies throughout Chicago territory to ship­ 
ments from Whiting, as to shipments from 
any other point in the district. 
So far from 
the Eastern Illinois filing its rate from Dol­ 
ton in order to dot civ. tho :*hip; .»r, it is the 
Commis »loner of Corporation:; who rither be­ 
trays hi 
frross ignorance of transportation 
ciii 'om * ir Chicago u-\ : ito; y or relies on the 
public ignoranc * of these customs to deceivo 
Uu public too apt to accept unquestioningly 
every s t a i n t made by a Government 
uncial as nt^\-<,;rily true, although, as in 
the present instance, a oar <'fill examination 
shows th r * statements to be fal>\ 


The final point made by 1M\ . ident Moffett 
that other commodities of a char:,etc r similar 
to oil wt re carried at mu»*h lower rates than 
IS cents, the Commissioner of Corporations 
discusses only .with the remark that “ tho 
‘reasonableness’ of this rate is not in ques­ 
tion. 
Tho quest]oil is whether tbis rate con­ 
stituted a discrimination as against other 
shippers of oil,” and he also makes much of 
the failure of President Moffett to produco 
before the grand jury evidence of the alleged 
illegal acts of which the Standard Oil official 
said that other largo shippers in tho terri­ 


tory had been guilty. 
Considering the fact 
that theso shippers included the packers and 
elevator men of Chicago tho action of tho 
grand jury in calling upon President Moffett 
to furnish ©videnco of thoir wrong-doing may 
bo interpreted as a demand for an elabora­ 
tion of the obvious; but the fact that a rate­ 
book containing these freight rates for othei 
shippers was offered in evidence during tho 
trial and ruled out by Judge Landis, was 
kept out of sight. President Moffett would 
not, of course, accept the invitation of tho 
grand jury although he might havo been 
pardoned if he had referred them to various 
official investigations by the Interstate Com­ 
merce Commission and other departments of 
tho Government. 


Wo come back, therefore, to the conclusion 
of tho whole matter, which is that tho Stand­ 
ard Oil Company of Indiana was fined an 
amount equal to seven or eight times tho 
value of its entire property, because its traffic 
department did not verify the statement of 
tho Alton rato clerk, that the six-cent com­ 
modity rato on oil had been properly filed 
with tho Interstate Commerce Commission. 
There is no evidence, and nono was intro­ 
duced at tho trial, that any shipper of oil 
from Chicago territory had been interfered 
with by tho eighteen-cent rate nor that tho 
failuro of tho Alton to filo its six-cent rato 
had resulted in any discrimination against 
any independent shipper, -wo must take this 
on the word of the Commissioner of Cor­ 
porations and of Judgo Landis. 
Neither is it 
denied even by Mr. Smith that tho “ inde­ 
pendent” shipper of oil, whom ho pictures as 
being driven out of business by this discrim­ 
ination of tho Alton, could have shipped all 
the oil ho desired to ship from Whiting via 
Dolton over tho lines of tho Chicago and 
Eastern Illinois to East St. Louis. 
In short, 
President Moffett’s defence is still good, and 
wo predict will be declared so by tho higher 
court. 


Tho Standard 
Oil 
Company has been 
chargod with all manner of crimes and mis­ 
demeanors. 
Beginning with the famous Rico 
of Marietta, passing down to that apostle of 
popular liberties, Henry Demarest Lloyd, 
with his Wealth Against tho Commonwealth, 
descending by easy stages to Miss Tarbell's 
offensive personalities, we finally reach tho 
nether depths of unfair and baseless mis­ 
representation in the report of the Commis­ 
sioner of Corporations. 
The S*:;ndard has 
boen charged with every form of commercial 
piracy and with most of the crime • on tho 
corporation calendar. 
After long years of 
strenuoiM attack, under the leadership of iho 
President of the United States, the orpora- 
tion is at last d r a p e d to th*' bar of ¡untie«» to 
answer for its m isdoing. Th** whole strength 
of the Government is dircc;.*d against it. and 
at last, we are told, the Standard Oil Com­ 
pany is to pay the penalty of it:; crimes, and 
it is finally convicted of having failed to 
verify tho statement of a rato clerk and is 
forthwith fined a prodigious sum, measured 
by the car. 
Under tho old criminal law, tho 
theft of property worth more than a shilling 
was punishable by death. 
Under the inter­ 
pretation of tho Interstate Commerce law 
by Theodore Roosevelt and Judge Konesaw 
Landis, a technical error of a traffic official 
is made tlio excuse for the confiscation of a 
vast amount of property.
